SMITHTON SCHOOL 
DESTROYED EARLY 
THIS MORNING 


Blaze 
Discovered 
Soon 
After Large Dairy 
Barn Burned 


ORIGIN OF FIRES 
NOT DETERMINED 


Churches At Smithton Be 
Used Temporarily For 
School Purposes 


Fire, which at 3:45 o'clock this 
morning 
destroyed 
the 
Smithton 
high school building, and about an 
hour before the large dairy barn on 
the farm of J ohn F. Bluhm, a mile 
, and a half south of Smithton, caus­ 
ed loss of property to that communi­ 
ty of approximately $50,000. 
The fire on the Bluhm place was 
discovered by Mrs. Bluhm between 
one and two o’clock. 
She aroused 
the family, and they succeeded in 
saving thirty-four 
cows 
sheltered 
there. 
A milk truck, milking equip­ 
ment, and a large amount of the 
feed were destroyed. 
The barn, which was constructed 
about four years ago, was one of 
the best equipped in the county. 
Mr. Bluhm's farm, Brookdale, was 
considered one of the best dairy 
farms, and he had the very finest 
equipment. 
His loss was $10,000, 
covered by $2,500 insurance. 
The origin of the blase is un­ 
known, but it is thought to have 
started near the truck and from 
the appearance of one of the pipes 
leading from the truck to the in­ 
cinerator, which had been bent, it 
is thought that It was started, either 
accidentally or otherwise, by some­ 
one who attempted to take gaso­ 
line from the tank of the truck. 
Scarcely had the Bluhm fire got­ 
ten well under way until Charles 
Allison, living near the Smithton 
High School, discovered a blaze 
emanating from the furnace room of 
the school. He turned in an alarm 
and soon the whole town was arous­ 
ed, but the chemicals used were of 
little use with a fire that had gain­ 
ed such headway. The Sedalia fire 
department was sent for, one com­ 
pany answering the alarm. 
It was 
impossible, however, to save the 
building, and only the laboratory 
materials, some books and furniture 
from Prof. L. H. LaRue’s office, 
and a few tables were saved. All 
class room books, records, the li­ 
brary, 
sewing 
machines 
in the 
home economics department, and 
furniture were destroyed. 
The loss is estimated at $40,000, 
with $13,000 insurance. 
The build­ 
ing is practically a new one, having 
been constructed thirteen years ago, 
replacing the old building which 
was destroyed by a fire which oc­ 
curred on the same location, start­ 
ing from the same corner of the 
building. 
The origin of the school fire is 
also unknown. 
Mr. Allison heard 
what sounded like two explosions, 
but whether they were he is unable 
to say definitely. 
There is much talk In Smithton 
about both fires having been de­ 
liberately started by some one, but 
there are no clues other than a 
car 
was heard to go south from Smith­ 
ton, back of the cemetery, then 
north a short time before the school 
fire was discovered. 
Arrangments are 
already

made to hold classes in the three 
churches in Smithton, and it is be­ 
lieved school will reopen Monday 
morning.

Meanwh ile Jake Bird, th e second 
susp ect wh o was seized h ere, was 
h eld in jail at Glenwood, Iowa, fol­ 
lowing h is 
ap p earance y esterday 
before th e h osp ital bed of Mrs. 
Stribling, th e fifth and last v ictim 
of th e h atch et man’s assaults. 
Bird was identified “as sure as 
th ere is a god in h eav en,” by Mrs. 
Stribling. 
“You are th e man and y ou know 
it,’» sh e told h im. 
“Tell th e truth 
and y ou will feel better.” 
‘T don’t know wh at y ou are talk­ 
ing about, lady ,” Bird rep lied, h is 
comp osure unsh aken. 
“You know I kep t my word with 
y ou, Jake,» sh e continued. 
“I did 
not tell th e detectiv es.” 
Police concluded th at Mrs. Strib­ 
ling h ad giv en a false descrip tion 
of h er assailant for a p romise th at 
h er life would be sp ared. Her orig­ 
inal descrip tion did not coincide 
with Bird’s ap p earance. 
Insp ector of Detectiv es B. F. Dan- 
baum, wh o h eld a telegrap h ic con­ 
v ersation with Williams in Sp o­ 
kane last nigh t, declined to say 
wh eth er h e believ ed Williams’ con­ 
fession. 
If necessary , ne said, h e 
would go to Sp okane. 
Williams was 
dictating 
a .de­ 
scrip tiv e letter of th e slay ings/ad­ 
dressed to Omah a p olice, to two 
newsboy s wh en h e was arrested. 
He told p olice h e h ad been In Sp o­ 
kane four day s. 
If th at were true, 
officers p ointed out, h e would h av e 
h ad time to leav e Omah a after th e 
series of attacks, wh ich occurred 
Nov ember 18 , 19 and 20. 
William’s statement th at h e th rew 
h is h atch et into a rav ine near Mrs. 
Resso’s h ome sent p olice th ere to 
search for th e weap on, but none 
was found.
